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AN 


Hiſtorical ACCOUNT, &c. 


HE following Sheets, containing all 

the public Acts and Inſtruments 

which make up the whole Conſti- 

tution of the Bedford Level Cor- 

poration, have at their Defire been collected 
together and printed under the Inſpection of 
their Regiſter ; a Work he readily engaged in, 
as it ſeemed to him of the utmoſt Conſequence, 


that thoſe who had the Government and Di- 


rection of an Undertaking, in which the Inte- 
reſts of the Public as well as Individuals were 
ſo highly concerned, ſhould have a Collection 
of thoſe Laws in one Body by which they are 
to govern and direct. That Body confiſting of 
a Variety of Laws and . of Sew⸗- 
ers, public Agreements, Charters of Incor 
ration, Returns to Commiſſions and Acts of 
Parliament; the latter of which being to be 
met with only in the Statutes at = and 
thoſe too in different Parts of ſo voluminous 


a Work; of the former ſome having been ne- 
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ver printed, and others long out of Print; theſe 
Circumſtances taken together have made a Col- 
lection of this ſort extremely neceſſary, as\vith- 
out it more labour and Pains would be re 
for the Underſtanding the Conftitution, than 
can be expected from Gentlemen who volun- 
tarily employ themſelves on the ſole Motives 
of public Spirit and Benevolence. large 
Plain or Level conſiſting of near 4000 
Acres, all which, except ſome few ſmall Hills, 
was cover'd wih Water, was an Object which 
from the inſular Situntioni of Great Britain its 
Nature and Government, could not but at ſome 
time or other engage che Attention of the Pub- 
lic, and the particular Care of © Individuals, 
As an Iſland, Commerce could not but be res 
up with the firſt Principles of its Policy; its 
Nature and Government could not but carry 
that Commerce to the Heights it has ſince gone, 
and thisamongſt many other Effects would pro- 
duce Populouſneſs ; Fopulouſneſs as it were out 
of Gratitude to its Parent Commerce would 
in return give it all its Aſſiſtance, convert every 
Part of that happy Country it had made its 
Seat to Advantage, and leave no Spot uncul- 
tivated or unemployed, by which it might be 
enabled to extend its Powers over the hole 
Globe. Thus ſome Centuries ago, by a kind 
of political Analyſis, it might have been ſſiewun,

Means be determined ; nor have thoſe who 
have made this Subject their Enquiry, left any 
thing ſatisfactory whereby to determine it; but 
certain it is that theſe Accounts of what the 
Level had been were amongſt others an In- 
ducement, to engage Men in the Undertaking 
to recover and drain it. * Hend:us, who pub- 
liſhed. Mercatour's Geography, mentions At- 
tempts that were made ſo early as by John of 
Gaunt, and afterward by Margaret Counteſs of 
Richmond, to recover this Level; but of the Hiſ- 
tory of theſe no Traces or Memorial is left. The 
Reign of Queen Elizabeth may be properly fixed 
on as the Period in which the Great Leve 
to be immediately a public Care, The Strength 
of Commerce at that time, which, though ſhe 
was far from being grown up, enabled her to 
comprehend her own Intereſts; the great Num- 
bers of ingenious and induſtrious Foreigners, 
who flying from the Lom Countries to avoid 


the Perſecutions of the Duke D' Alva, ſettled 


themſelves in England, were kindly received, 
and enjoyed that Protection where they were 
not intitled to it, which they could not where 
they were. A Queen on the Throne, who 


loved her Subjects, which Love was directed 


by uncommon Spirit, and great Endowments 
of Mind; all theſe, and many other Cauſes to-

the like kind of Application deth in the Hu- 
man Conſtitution; it might amuſe for a Time, 
but it was impoſſfible it ſhould produce any 
real Effect, as to the End it was deſign'd for: 
hoſe were Times of Sagacity, Men did 
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not make one Blunder the Foundation whereon 
to build another, a Miſtake ſet them right 
no more Commiſſions' of this Kind iſſued du- 
ring this Queen's Reign. An Act of Parliament 
paſſed in the 43d Year of Queen Elizabeth, on 
a general Plan for draining the whole Great 
Level; and indeed it was ſo general that it 
comprehended all the Marſhes and drowned 
Lands in England ;—the Means by which it 
was to be effected ſeemed equal to the End, 

and great Expectations were conceiv'd of its 
Conſequences by thoſe who intereſted them- 
ſelves moſt in the Defign ;—but all theſe Hopes 
were deſtroyed by a melancholy Event which 
happened very ſoon after ; the Letter of the 
Law was left, but that Spirit which was to put 
it into Execution died with the Queen; her 
Succeſſor, whoſe Ideas of his own Abilitites 
induced him to believe that he underſtood all 
Kind of Learning Human and Divine, all Kind 
of Buſineſs from that which was tranſacted” in 

the Cabinet, down to that which is carried on 
by the Labour of the Peaſant in the Field, had 
ſat but a little while on the Throne of England 
before his extenſive and buſy Knowledge em- 
ploy'd itſelf in this Work of recovering the 
the Great Level: It was the ſecond Vear of his 
Reign that he granted the firſt Commiſſion for 
the Purpoſes of draining it. The Hiſtory of the 
State of this Country for the next ſeventeen 
Years, and the ſeveral Proceedings for the 
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Recovery thereof, cannot but convince the 


moſt impartial Examiner, that however tran- 
ſcendant the King's Abilities might be as a 
Politician, a Scholar, and a Divine, they 
were by no Means calculated for, or equal toa 
Work of this Kind. A Multiplicity of Com- 
miſſions iſſued; a Variety of Diſputes aroſe be- 
tween the Commiſſioners and the Country; Or- 
ders were ſent from the Privy Council for carry- 
ing on particular Works. Letters were wrote 
by the King himſelf to the Undertakers, expen- 
five Views were taken of the Country, a general 
Diſſatisf ction aroſe in all Parties concerned, much 
was attempted and little executed; theſe were 
the Effects of his Royal Favour and Protecti- 
on. — Diſſatisfied at laſt with thoſe he had em- 
ployed, and to make Amends for the long 
and continual. Diſappointments all Parties con- 


cerned had met with, he moſt graciouſſy con- 


deſcended himſelf to be the Undertaker of this 
great Work z the Recompence was ſettled, 
the Terms were agreed on between his Ma- 
jeſty and the Proprietors; that greement 
was carried into a Law, and this Royal Ad- 
venturer was on the Eye of beginning his Un- 
dertaking. What would have been the Conſe- 
quences, of this Adventure, it caunot be diffi- 
cult to determine, but they muſt be 1-& © Con-

Inn conſequence of this, on the 13th of January 
in the ſixth Year of King Gharks:the Firſt, at 


a Commiſſion of Sewers holden at Lynne in 


Norfolk, was made a Law, which fon its Ex- 
cellence hath ever ſince been called The Lym 
Law: This recites the Agreement made be- 
tween the Earl of Bedford and the Proprictors; 


which is ratified. and confirmed by the Povrer 
and Juriſdiction. of Sewers, and is in ſome ſort 
the Foundation of all the Laws: relative to the 
Bedford Level Corporation: By this Law the 
Earl was to have 95, ooo Acres of the drained 


Lands for his Satisfaction on account of the 
Expence and Hazard ſuch. a Work carried 


with it; of which 95,000 Acres g, ooo were 
to be appropriated for continuing and preſerv- 
ing the Work. When the Earl of | Bedford 
was the Undertaker of this Work, all Men 


. conceived the greateſt Hopes of its Succeſs, 


they ſaw that he had a Fortune to oontend with 


the-Expence, a Spirit capable of {urnibunting 


any Difficulties, and that he, of whom all Men 
thought well, would by being able to make 
them think well of each other, reconcile: their 
jarring Intereſts ;—the whole Country promiſed

their Aſſiſtance; and the next Year thirteen 
Gentlemen of high Rank, Property and In- 
tereſt in that Country, offered themſelves to 
become Adventurers with him the Earl ac- 
cepted their Offers, and the Terms of their 
Agreement are contained in a Deed which is 
called The Indenture of Fourteen Parts; — the 
Work was inſtantly begun; Unanimity, Spirit, 
and Judgment, waits up the Characters of the 
Adventurers; the Succeſs was equal to what 
fach Characters promiſed; the Royal Favour 
ſhone upon this choſen Band, Who were en- 

izing at their own Expence, for the Hap- 
pineſs of Thouſands: — In the tenth Year of his 
Reign; King Charles the Firſt granted the Earl 
and his Adventurers a Charter of Incorporation, b 
with Privileges which it well became the 
Crown to grant, becauſe they were granted 
to thoſe who deſerved: them. In that Charter 
are contained Proviſions for the Religious and 
Civil Liberties of thoſe who were to be the 
Inhabitants: of this ne Country, and the Earl 
of Bedford is ap d to its Government; — the 
Carter accordifig to the Uſage of thoſe. Times 
is in the Latin Topgtc it is ſo intereſting in 
its Nature, that for the Sake of thoſe who are 
not wellfacquainted with that Language; — the 
Editot hath accompanied it with an Exgliſb 
Tranſlation, © im which he hath ee to 
preſerve the Senſe and Spirit of the Grant,

which is not a Compoſition remarkable for its 
Elegance or Propriety of Stile. Warmed by 


this Beam of Royal Sunſhine, the Earl and 


his Adventurers proceeded with ſo much Vi- 
gour and Spirit, that notwithſtanding che great 
Expence and Hazard that attended the Un- 
dertaking, the Work was finiſhed in the thir- 
teenth Year of King Charles the Firſt. At a 
Seſſions of Sewers held the twelfth of Oclobb 
that Year at Sr. Ives in the County of Hunting 
don, the Commiſſioners decreed the great Le- 
vel drained according to the Intent oft the Lyun 
Law, and the 95,000 Acres to be ſet out as a 

a Recompence for the Earl; —his Majeſty's 
Surveyor General aſſiſted in the Work ;—the 
Lands were ſet out, a Schedule of the Particu- 
lars whereof was framed by. the Commiſſioners, 
and returned into the Court of Chancery; and 
nothing was left to be done, but the putting 
the Earl and his Adventurers into Poſſeſſion of 
what they had ſo dearly earned. That Law of

racteriſtrie of King Charles the Firſt; whether 
from a Diſlike to the Earl of Bedford who was 
an utter Enemy ta the dangerous Politics of thoſe 
Times, and wos of great Weight with all 
thoſe who gppoſed the Paces the King was 
g towards: an Eſtabliſhment of abſolute 
Foort nt or whether it was owing to the 
reſſing Exigencies of his Majeſty's private 
inances, which his unpopular Treaſurer, the 
Biſhop ef London, might think the Meaſure 
his Majeſty: afterwards took might relieve, 
at this Diſtance of Time cannot be determined; 
but certain it is, that very ſoon afterwards the 
Diſpoſitien of the King — the Earl and 
his; Adventurers was intirely changed; that 
King who by his Charter — the 13th of 
March 1635, expreſſed his higheſt * 
of their Proceedings, and granted them all the 
Privileges which were neceſſary for carrying 
on their Undertaking, in lefs\than four Years, 
by ſuch Means as ill became a King, perſe- 
cuted : thoſe very Men he had before fo kindly 
protecdad, to the almoſt intire Ruin of the Un- 
dertakingz and the Deſtruction of the private 
* ONE —— with ſo 
much p Spirit engaged in this Riſque 
a Commiſſion of Sewers: was directed to Ft, 
cers and Servants! of the Crown, and thoſe 
whom. the Coutt had obliged ; who intirely 
unacquainted with the Buſineſs, and as little 
intereſted. in the Event of it as Strangers _ 
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be, were to examine into the Proceedings of 
the Earl and his Adventurers They met 
at Huntingdon on the 12th of April 1639 ;—if 
on ſo ſerious a Subject, Gravity did not peculi- 
arly belong. to the Manger of treating it, one 
might be indulged a Smile at the Idea of the 


firſt - Interview of theſe -Court- Judges; thoſe . 


Who. had figur'd together in a Drawing Room 
as the Embroidery of a Court, now met toge- 

ther for the firſt Time in an Alehouſe in the 
Country, as the Tools to be employed in com- 
mitting an Act of the higheſt Oppreſſion and 
Injuſtice; they were well inſtructed in their 
Buſineſ before they ſet, out, which was to tra- 
verſe the whole of what the Sr. Ives Law 
had done not above fix Months before.—Thoſe 
Commiſſioners who met at St. Ives, underſtand- 
ing in the Buſineſs, unbiaſſed in their Opinions, 
determined the Work compleat, and adjudged 
the Earl of Bedford and his Adventurers, en- 
titled to the Recompence they adventured for: 


— Theſe Court Commiſſioners ignorant of the 


firſt Principles of draining, fixed as to their 
Judgments before they inquired, were to de- 
termine the Work incompleat, and put the 
Earl and his Adventurers under ſuch Difficul- 
ties as ſhould make them relinquiſh the Un- 
dertaking, and throw the whole Advantage re- 
ſulting Ban it into the Hands of the Crown : 
Well as they might have been inſtructed be- 
fore they ſet out, yet ſuch was the _ 

that 
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that thoſe by whom they wete employed ef- 


tertained of them; that on the 9th of April, 


two Days before they met, a Letter bearing 
Date on that Day was wrote to them by the 
High Treaſurer the Biſhop of London, to con- 
firm them in the good Purpoſes they ſet out 
on and for fear this ſhould not have its de- 
ſired Effect, on the 13th which was the Day 
after they met, the King himſelf condeſcended 
to write to them, and the Royal Signet was 
ptoſtituted to the Purpoſes of Oppreſſion and 
Injuſtice. It ſeems by thoſe Letters the King 
had been much enlightened within the com- 
aſs of three Days, and he knew that to be a 
Fact before Examination, which theſe Com- 
miſſioners were to make a Fact after they had 
examined. In thoſe Letters the King declares 
that, fince the Lord Treaſurer had ſent his 
Diſpatches, he was perfectly well ſatisfied that 
the Earl of Bedford had not drained the Coun- 
try, and offers himſelf to be the Undertaker 
of the Work. If the Lord Treaſurer's Letters 
warmed the Commiſſioners in the Purpoſes 
they had,” they glowed at this ſtrange but 
Royal Mandate of his Majeſty ;=they ſet 
themſelves to work with the greateſt Zeal and 
Ardour, not by Halves, they werit roundly 
through the whole Buſineſs —They began, in 
Oppoſition to the St. Ives Law, to arraign the 
Earl of Bedford's Conduct; they determined 
that the Work was incompleat and defeftive, 
b they

they adjudged the. Earl and his. Adventurers not 
to have performed their Contract, and therefore 
not entitled ta their recompence in the Manner 
it had been contracted for; and with ſcanda- 
lous Adulations, extolling his Majeſty's great 


Goodneſs in offering to undertake the Work, 
they moſt meanly accepted his Propoſals with 


a free will Offering of 57000 Acres more for 
his princely Care of this diſtreſſed Country ;— 
to diſtreſ "ihe Earl and his Adventurers they 
impoſed an Arbitrary Tax of 30s. an Acre 
on the 95,000 Acres amounting in the whole 
to 142, 500 J. well knowing that, however able 
the Earl of Bedford — be to advance his 
Share of that Sum, the Circumſtances of the 
reſt of the Adventurers, many of whom had 
been ruined by the Expences already incurred, 
were by no Means equal to the diſcharging of 
ſuch a Tax; and that if they had been ſo, it could 
not on any Principle of Calculation have been 
deemed prudent to advance it on theſe Terms. 
They declared his Majeſty the Undertaker of the 


Work, and returned to London with all the 


Self-appr obation that attended an Ignorance of 
the Conſequences of what they had been doing. 
Such -Knight Errants in ſo arduous a Ser- 
vice, could not but receive the higheſt Appro- 
bation from their Employers, his Majeſty and 
the Lord Treaſurer ——The Part the Earl of 
Bedford took in that Tranſaction was like him- 
ſelf, the Nobleneſs of his Nature ſcorned an 

At- 
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Attention to any Buſineſs where the Happineſs 
of Individuals was the immediate Object, when 
he could employ himſelf in attempting to pro- 
cure and eſtabliſh the Profperity of a whole 
Kingdom. And fach was his Obje& whilſt 
the Buſineſs of this Court Commiſſion was car- 
ried on. King Charles had, ever ſince his com- 
ing to the Throne, taken all Opportunities of 
ſhewing that his Ideas of Government were 
very unlike thofe of his Subjects, who well 
knowing the firſt Principles of the Conſtitution 
ſaw what Government ſhould and ought to be. 
Ile had treated Parliaments, as only Mini- 
fters of his Power, had called them to diffolve 
them, when they took on themſelves to exer- 
ciſe any of thoſe Powers which the wife Policy 
of this Conftitution hath arm'd them with, arid 
ventured himſelf even to Jevy Money without 
their Concurrence or Interpoſition. All theſe 
Cauſes and ſeveral others well known in Hi- 
ſtory, had been long working to light up that 
general Flame which afterwards broke. out. — 
The Earl of Bedford ſtood foremoſt on all Oc- 
caſions to contend for that true political Li- 
berty which it is the Privilege of this Conſtitu- 
tion alone to enjoy :—A Friend to the Preroga- 
tive of the Crown, as it was a Part of the Con- 
ſtitution, he conſtantly oppoſed all. Exceſſes

ty with them, he retired to his own Eſtate,— 
ever watchful and ready to come out if any 


Opportunity offered of promoting the Eſſen- 


tial Eſtabliſhment of theſe Kingdoms. A more 
amiable Picture cannot be conceived than this 
Great Man in his Retirement, where Provi- 
dence ſeems to have laid him up as in a Har- 
bour of Safety, and to have preſerved his Life 
to be an Inſtrument in bringing about thoſe 
great Events which afterwards happened, and 
which were the greateſt Bleſſings this Country 


ever enjoyed; for ſuch muſt the Reſtoration 


and the Revolution ever be looked upon, and 


in both which he had a conſiderable. Share. 


In this Retirement excluded by the ſaid Cir- 
cumſtances of the Times from all Opportunity 
of advancing the preſent Intereſts and Proſpe- 


_ rity of theſe Kingdoms, his benevolent and 


compaſſionate Nature looked down with Pity 
on the Diſtreſſes of the ruined Adventurers, as if 


a Love for that then miſerable Country had de- 


ſcendedtohim from his Father amongſtthe many 
and noble Inheritances he enjoy'd from him. 
He declared a Diſpoſition to affiſt and counte- 
nance them; they embraced his Offers; thoſe of 
the Adventurers who were left with the ſeve- 

ral 
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ral Parties intereſted in the Country, applyed to 
the Aſſembly at Weſtminſter, which was then 
called the Parliament, for their Sanction.— 


That Afembly examined all former Pro- 


ceedings, they declared null and void the 
extraordinary Proceedings of the Court Com- 
miſſioners at 'Huntingdon, and placed the 
whole Management of the Level, under the 
Direction of the Earl of Bedford, on the ge- 
neral Plan of the Làynn Law,—that Earl of 
Bedford, who when his own Liberty and For- 
tune was at Stake, diſdained making any Ap- 
plication to this unconſtitutional Aſſembly, yet 
when the Happineſs of thouſands; who were 
diſtreſſed, preſented itſelf to him as an Object, 
condeſcended for their Sakes to Act under their 
Authority, —a rare Inſtance, and which could 
only flow from the moſt benevolent Heart. 
This Act is called the pretended Act of Parlia- 
ment, and paſſed in the Year 1649. From 
this Time the Undertaking proceeded with 
wonderful Succeſs; the Earl and his Adven- 
turers repaired the decayed Works, made new 
ones, and that Country hath been ever ſince 
making a regular Progreſs towards the Perfec- 
tion it is arrived at in its preſent. happy State, — 


Soon aſter the Reſtoration, and when ſuch ge- 


neral Buſfineſs of the State neceſſary on ſuch 
an Event had been gone through, the Earl of

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Bedford ſet about a Buſineſs which he had 
much at Heart, as it was of the utmoſt Con- 
ſequence to the whole Great Level of the Fens, 
This was the obtaining an Act of Parliament 
to ratify and confirm what had been done in 
conſequence of the Lynn Law and the pretend 
ed Act of Parliament; to make the Adventu- 
rers a Corporation, and form ſuch a Syſtem of 
Laws for the Government thereof, as might be 
beſt calculated to promote all the Ends intend- 
ed by ſuch an Eſtabliſhment.— A Bill for this 
Purpoſe was brought into Parliament in the 
1 5th Year of King Charles the Second, and af- 
ter as much Conſideration as ever was given to 
any Bill brought into Parliament, was that 
Year paſſed into a Law. Thoſe who read that 
Act, knowing the Principles on which it was 
founded, and the Ends propoſed to be. attained 
by it, cannot but admire it as one of the moſt 
perfect Inſtances of the Wiſdom and Abilities 
of the Legiſſature, that the extenſive Statute 
Laws of this Country can furniſh ; —and this 
Obſervation is well warranted by the very few 
Queſtions, that in the Courſe of near 100 
Years have aroſe thereon.— If, as the great Lord 
Bacon declares in that moſt admired Perfor- 
mance of his, entitled Exemplum tractatus de 
Juſtitia uni verſali, that the firſt Excellencies of

ready mentioned this hath a fair Right to claim 
that Priority amongſt the Laws of this Country 
which the Editor hath given it. In that 
* of Parliament the Adventurers are made 
n to have Succeſſion for ever; the 
— of their Continuance is preſcribed, 
their Powers are declared, the whole 95,000 
Acres, which was the Recompence for the 
Work of. draining, are made ſubject to Taxes 
to be anmually laid and raiſed, for the Sup- 
port and Maintenance of the Works of the Le- 
vel. The publick Meetings of the Corpora- 
tion ate fixed, and the Bafineſs of thoſe Meet- 
ings direchech: To recite it, is to ſet forth its 
Excellence, but s it is printed in this Collec- 
tion, that would be an unneceſſary Repetition“. 
Thus the Editor hath trac'd this Undertaking 
from ts Infant State through the ſeveral Stages 
of its Progreſs, till it arrived to Maturity, un- 


der the Act of the 1 5th of King Charks the Se- 
cond; which he hath endeavoured to do with 


the utmoſt Conciſeneſs and Impartiality, and in 
which is contained the Political Hiſtory of the 
Inſtitution of the ſeveral Laws that were made 
oh this Account to that Period. The Act of 


the 15th of Car. 2. with all its Excellencies, 
was not without its Imperfections; all human 
. n have them, and thoſe wy are the beſt 
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which have feweſt; but it muſt be ſaid that 
theſe Imperfections were ſuch as could not be 
foreſeen, for they were to be diſcovered by Ex- 

ience only. The 15th of King Charles the 
Second, had given the Corporation a general 
Power of Taxing, but not preſcribed the Form 
or Manner in which that Power was to be 
executed. Under that Act, the Taxes were 
laid by Way of an Acre Tax, ſo that the ſame 
ſpecifio Tax was laid for every Acre; this 
was found to be a Tax of great Inequality; for 
as thoſe Lands differed much in Value,  whilft 
the Produce of the beſt enabled thoſe who 
own'd them to pay the Taxes impoſed on them, 
the worſt were taxed at almoft as much as 


they were intrinſically worth. This was ſoon 
diſcovered, and the Tax was altered to a gra- 
dual Acre Tax of five different Sorts, and the 


Lands taxed in Proportion to their Value; but 


this Remedy was not adequate to the Evil com- 
plained of; for the different Value of the 


Lands was not aſcertained, and five Sorts were 
not ſufffcient in Number to procure the de- 


ſired Effect of Equality in Taxing: The Ad- 


venturers under the Protection of their Go. 


vernor the Earl of Bedford applied again to 


Parliament to ſettle this difficult Matter, and 
to make ſome few farther Amendments in the 


Policy of their Conſtitution, ſuch as Time and 
Experiance had ſhewn to be neceſſary; — but 


the great Object of that Application was to 
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procure. an, Equality of Taxes;—their Applica- 
tion was kindly received, and the Legiſlature 
gave them all the Aſſiſtance they wanted; 
Commiſſioners were appointed from amongſt 
Gentlemen of known Abilities and Integrity in 
the Country, to ſurvey the Adventurers Land, 
to ſort, divide, and rate it; - they proceeded in 
the Work with Unanimity and Diſpatch; they 
ſurveyed, ſorted it into eleven Degrees, made 
their Return; — the Adventurers acquieſced in 
it; and according to that Survey, which, toge- 
ther with the Act of the 2oth of King Charles 
the Second, * appointing the Commiſſioners, is 
contained in the following Collection, the Ad- 
venturers Lands have been taxed ever ſince. To 
the Honour of thoſe Commiſſioners it ſhould 
be remembered, that their Sagacity and Impar- 
tiality ſhewn in the Execution of this Truſt 
was ſuch, that it hath been confirmed by the 
eas and Opinions of all Men who have 

ad any Concerns in this Country ever ſince; 
and there is not in general at preſent any ſurer 
Way of determining the intrinſic Value of the 
Lands in the Bedford Level, than by an Applica- 
tion to that Survey, where their proportional Va- 
lues are almoſt exactly aſcertained, The Act of 
the 15th of King Charles the Second, had given 
Lords of Manors and Commoners a Power to 
incloſe and divide their Commons ;—this was 
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certainly well meant for the Improvement of 
the Country; but the beſt Proviſions may be 
made uſe of for the worſt of Purpoſes.— In 

urſuance of this Power the Lords did incloſe 
and divide their Commons, and the ſeveral 
Commoners had their reſpective Shpres uſſign- 


ed to their commonable Houſes; but. it was 


afterwards found, that by this Proviſidn, and the 
Uſe that was made of it, the Country inſtead 


of being improved, would be much diſtreſſed; 


for the Commoners ſold their reſpective Shares 
annexed to their commonable Houſes, diſſipated 
the Money, by. which there was an Increaſe of 


Poor, who were to be maintained at a great 


Expence ;—the Corporation applied to Parlia- 
ment for a Repeal of that Clauſe; the Parlia- 
ment confirmed the Incloſures and Diviſions 
already made, on particular Conditions, and re- 
pealed that Clauſe ſo as to prevent any Thing 
of that ſort being attempted for the Future; and 
this was the Alteration made by the Firſt of 
King James the Second ; * this was the laſt A- 
mendment that was made in the Conſtitution 
of the Bedford Level Corporation, during the 
Life-Time of Villiam Duke of Bedford, who 
in the Year 1700 died full of Age and Ho- 
nour, having been advanced to the higheſt 
Rank by King William which the Crown can 
beſtow on the moſt deſerving Subjects; la-

in the Middle of the * Century, in the 
Character of his moſt noble and illuſtrious de- 
foendant Jobn Duke of Bedford] when he had 
beheld him filling the firſt great Offices of the 
State to the general Satisfaction of all good 
Men, and given the Sanction of his entire Ap- 
probation, to the ſeveral Parts he had acted in 
the Service of the Nation, — He would with a 
benevolent Pleaſure have viewed his kind Care 
and Attention to that which was the Work of 
his own Hands, and acknowledge the Protec- 
tion and Countenance he extended to the Red- 
ford Level Corporation, as a pious and grate- 
full Tribute to his own Memory. 

The Corporation having undergone no Al- 
terations in its Conſtitution for more than half a 


Century; the Duke of Bedford who perfectly 


comprehends its ſeveral Interefts, and is no lets 
zealous in promoting than he is able in under- 
ſtanding them, thought it highly neceſſary that 
ſuch Amendricnts ſhould be made in it, as Al- 
teration of Circumſtances, Exterit of Commerce, 
and the Conſequences of public Credit being 
form'd into a Syſtem might require. 
Great Level had been divided ſo early as the 
Year 1697 into three Diſtricts, and Names 
affign'd to each Diſtrict.— This Diviſion was 
certainly well meant by thofe who made it.— 
But as in great States it often happens, that 


Names give Birth to Parties, fo in this leſſer 


they had in ſome fort the fame Effect. 
when 
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when that which had always been called the 
Bedford Level, a Name which comprehended 
the whole Country, was canton'd into the 
three Diſtricts of the North Level, the Middle 
Level and the South Level, then firſt aroſe Ideas 
of ſeparate Intereſts, and the Proprietors of the 
Lands in each Diſtrict, began to conſider the 
Intereſt of his own Diſtrict as diſtinct from and 
independent of the other; — ſtrange Miſtake, 
and founded only. in Names! for the three 
Levels are all the Children of one common 
Parent draining, and as ſuch have one com- 
mon Intereſt; — their real Diviſions may deſtroy 
them all, and like a natural Family their 
AL | Strength ariſes from their Union. —Whatever 
if, Foundation this Reflection may have in Truth 
and Fact, yet after this Diviſion, the Caſe was. 
as it is repreſented ; and it was carried fo far, 
that during a Minority in the Bedford Family 
the North Level was in a great Meaſure totally 
alienated from the other two. And in the 
Year 1753, on ſtating the Account, the Mid- 
dle and South Level were indebted to the 
Duke of Bedford and the Earl of Lincoln, as 
principal Proprietors of the North Level, on 
account of that Level, to the Amount of more 
than 180001, a Sum which they could not 
poſſibly pay, though the Debt aroſe on a moſt 
ſolemn Contract, aud was attended with all the 
Circumſtances of Equity and Juſtice, that ac- 
companies the faireſt Tranſactions, The Duke 

of

of "Bedford ſaw the fatal Conſequences this 
reat Debt, which was ſtill 1 
ring down on the other two Levels; he ſaw it 
with that concern which aroſe from his gene- 
ral Affection for the whole Country, he under 
ſtood the Diſeaſe, and ſoon provided the Re- 
medy. In the 27th Year of King Gorge the 
Second, under his Countenance and Protection! 
the Bedforu Level Corporation applied to Par- 
liament, the Sum of, 147507. was due to the 
Duke of Bedford, and 31 50. to the Earl of 
Lincoln; the Duke of - Bedford moſt gene- 
rouſly remitted the whole of his Debt, and the 
Security was cancell'd; the Earl of Lincoln as 


generouſly concurred with him in this Meaſure, 


and by the North Level Act, this Tranſaction 
received the Sanction of Parliament. In that 
Act the , ſeveral Accounts between the Levels 
themſelves, and between the Levels and the 
Creditors of the Corporation are ſettled, and 
ſuch Proviſions -made, 'as will entirely prevent 
any thing of the ſame Kind from ever happen- 
ing again. For which Purpoſe, the North Le- 
vel is ſeparated from the other two in ſuch 
Particulars, as might hereafter be to their Diſ- 
advantage, but connected with them in thoſe 
Inſtances, where ſuch a Connection can only 
operate for the good of the whole Country. 
Such is the Object of that Act of Parliament 
which is called the North Level Act, ſo far as 
it relates to the Bedford Level Corporation.

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There are farther Proviſions in that Act for the 
Purpoſes of draining the North Level, and for 
taking other Lands which adjoin to it, into a 
ral Plan of draining; the whole is printed 
in this Collection; for though the latter Part of 
that Act of Parliament doth not any way affect 
the Conſtitution of the Bedford Level Corpo- 
ration ; yet the Editor thought it of great-Con- 
ſequence; to preſent to the Publick the whole 
thereof, as containing the moſt compleat Syſ- 
tem of that Kind of Policy, on which the

From the firſt Accounts of draining this 
Country, there ſeems to have been always a 
mutual Jealouſy between thoſe who were 
concerned in carrying on the Navigation thro' 
the Great Level, and thoſe whoſe immediate 
Object was the work of draining.

ford, and before Sir Robert Heath, Knight, 
our then Attorney General, Sir Miles Sandys, 
Knight and Baronet, and divers others to the 
Number of forty and one, Commiſſioners of 
Sewers then and there aſſembled, by Virtue + 
of our Commiſſion , of Sewers to them and 
others directed, many good and wholeſome 
Acts, Ordinances and Decrees were made by

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our Commiſſioners, for and concerning the drain- 
ing of the ſaid Fens and Marſhy Grounds. 

And whereas as well our Commiſſioners 
aforeſaid, as the People there, whom the drain- 
ing the ſaid drowned Lands did concern, hum- 
bly beſought of the aforeſaid Earl of Bedford, 
that he the ſaid Earl himſelf would be pleaſed 
to undertake fo great and famous a Work, 
conducive as well to the Good of the People 
of the ſaid Counties as of the Earl himſelf; 
to which Prayers and Entreaties the faid Earl 
conſenting, did agree to undertake the afore- 
faid Work. And thereupon it was enaCted, ad-

from the Remainder of the drowned Lands, 
in lieu of the Proportion they had given up, 
as aforeſaid :—It was mutually and fully agreed
